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Majority of council opposes 
universal mail-in balloting

AGAWAM - The Agawam City 
Council narrowly supported a 
resolution that opposes any new 
legislation that would make mail- 
in voting permanent. The resolu- 
tion passed 6-4. 

Agawam City Councilor 
George Bitzas sponsored the res- 
olution, and has been vocal in re- 
cent months about his opposition 
to mail-in voting as a permanent 
practice for local, state, and feder- 
al elections. 


Mail-in voting was made legal 
for the 2020 election due to the 
COVID-19 pandemic in order to 
allow for those how were afraid of 
the risk of contracting COVID-19 
while at the polls. Because of 
the record “turnout” at the polls, 
there have been some in the state 
who have called for mail-in voting 
to be a permanent fixture in the 
voting system. 

In 2016, the process of early 
voting became legalized in Massa- 
chusetts, but the early voting still 
involved an individual personally 
coming to the polls to cast a vote. 


Early voting is mandated for state 
and federal elections. Absentee 
voting for those unable to make it 
to the polls for reasons like health 
reasons or military obligations. 

The Secretary of State William 
Galvin supports universal mail-in 
voting as do top Democratic lead- 
ers in the state legislature. 

But Bitzas opposes the mea- 
sure, believing in-person should 
remain the normal practice. 

“We have to protect the integ- 
rity of voting in our state,’ said 
Bitzas.

AGAWAM - Tons of severe 
weather in July has kept the Aga- 
wam Department of Public Works 
very busy this summer.

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COVID-19 testing at HCC 
extended through October 


HOLYOKE — Free “Stop the Spread” 
COVID-19 testing at Holyoke Community 
College has been extended through Octo- 
ber 2021, according to the Holyoke Board 
of Health. 

Drive-through testing at HCC is con- 
ducted six days a week in Parking Lot M by 
the Bartley Center for Athletics & Recre- 
ation on the opposite side of HCC campus 
on Homestead Avenue. 

HCC has been serving as a “Stop the 
Spread” drive-through testing site since 
August 2020 to help reduce the spread of 
COVID-19. 

Drivers are asked to enter the campus 
from Homestead Avenue, turn right onto 
the Campus Road and proceed to parking 


lot. There are signs and parking attendants 
on site to help guide traffic. 

The HCC testing site is open Monday, 
Wednesday, Friday and Saturday from 7 
a.m. to 11 a.m.; and Tuesday and Thursday 
from 2 to 7 p.m. 

Testing is free to all Massachusetts resi- 
dents and conducted on a first-come, first- 
serve basis. There are no appointments and 
no referral is necessary. Turnaround time 
for results is typically four days or fewer. 

Testing may sometimes be cancelled 
due to inclement weather. Be sure to visit 
the Holyoke Board of Health website for 
up-to-date information on cancellations:

While storms make it hard to do other 
projects like paving and crack filling, the 
DPW has been able to keep up with their 
seasonal work. Mazza spoke about state 
projects finishing up like the Bridge and 
Route 187 projects. He said the next street 
project involves O’Brien’s Corner as a Com- 
plete Streets project, as the town received 
$400,000 in Complete Street Grant Funds 
from the Massachusetts Department of 
Transportation for the improvements the 
intersection at O'Brien's corner. 

Mazza said this project will start in the 
next three weeks, and will cause some de- 
tours as most road work does. He said he 
tried to post information about the con- 
struction and alternative routes so people 
can avoid the area better, but that they will 
have significant signage regardless. 

Mazza asks residents to be patient 
during the street work, he understands 
that it can cause delay’s but they're just try- 
ing to do their job and complete this proj- 
ect as soon as possible. Mazza said during 
the bridge and 187 project people were very 
patient and worked with the town to make 
the projects easier, he said they greatly ap- 
preciate that patience and ask for more as 
the summer road projects continue. 

Aside from big projects Mazza said 
crack filling, paving, and pot hole repair 
has been going well during the summer, 
they were able to crack fill and pave many 
large and small roads like Mill Street. Al- 
though they still have more roads and 
streets they'll be working on now through- 
out the fall, like Shoemaker Lane and other 
roads. Mazza also mentioned that they've 
repaired some sink holes, one includes a 
sewage pipe bursting causing sediment to 
shift and ultimately create a sink hole, this 
along with other road projects has been the 
main focus of the DPW. 

Mazza said the worst storm the town 
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has dealt with would be the one in the 
beginning of July where the south side of 
town, including Six Flags New England was 
hit. 

While Six Flags had their own cleanup 
teams, other areas were affected as well. 
Mazza said it took a few days for the DPW 
to clean up tree limbs and streets, but that 
they took care of all the publicly owned 
damage. 

For the privately owned trees and dam- 
age homeowners had to find outside help, 
though the DPW did give advise if anyone 
called for help. Mazza also said the town’s 
DPW teams worked on the storm cleanup 
but they did call outside contractors when 
needed. 

As for the storm that hit Thursday night 
on Aug. 12, Mazza said few reports came in, 
and the few that did included limbs falling 
and limbs hanging on or over power lines. 
The DPW took care of the limbs they were 
in charge of and called the appropriate 
channels for the other concerns. Mazza ex- 
plains that that’s how they usually handle 
these storms. Eversource or other correct 
channels will be called first before the DPW 
crews go out. 

If residents want to help the DPW in any 
way, they can report what they see to the 
DPW and keep calling things in as they no- 
tice it. 

Mazza said the department will go out 
to check things out, or call the appropriate 
places if needed, but they can't see every- 
thing and it’s helpful for people to keep 
calling things in. Including tree or tree 
limbs falling, limbs on wires, pot holes, sink 
holes, and more. Give the department a 
call to inform them of an issue and they'll 
take the best course of action from there, 
also residents living near storm drains can 
help during storms by safely clearing debris 
from the tops of drains.

HCC to host COVID-19 vaccination clinics starting Aug. 24 


HOLYOKE — Starting Tues- 
day, Aug. 24, Holyoke Commu- 
nity College will host weekly 
COVID-19 vaccination clinics on 
its Homestead Avenue campus. 

The clinics will be open from 
10 a.m. to 2 p.m. every Tuesday 
at least through the month of 
September in Parking Lot M 
outside the Bartley Center for 
Athletics & Recreation, the same 
location where HCC conducts its 
COVID-19 testing through the 
Holyoke Board of Health. 

The vaccination clinics will be 
managed by the healthcare com- 
pany Curative, which has adminis- 
tered more than 150,000 COVID-19 
vaccines in communities through- 
out western Massachusetts, ac- 
cording to the company. 


The vaccination clinics are 
open to all HCC students, faculty 
and staff as well as residents of 
Holyoke and surrounding com- 
munities. Advance registration 
is encouraged but not required. 
Walk-ins are welcome. 

At the HCC site, Curative will 
offer both first and second doses 
of the Pzifer-BioNTech vaccine, 
as well as the single-dose Janssen 
J&J vaccine. 

HCC, like all the other com- 
munity colleges in Massachu- 
setts, is not requiring students, 
faculty and staff to be vaccinated 
before they return to campus for 
the start of the fall 2021 semester 
on Sept. 7. HCC does, however, 
require that everyone wears a 
mask inside campus building 


regardless of their vaccination 
status. 

“Even though we don't have a 
mandate, we strongly encourage 
everyone to get vaccinated,” said 
Narayan Sampath, vice president 
of Administration and Finance. 
“We want to provide every op- 
portunity we can for people to 
get tested and vaccinated. “

The Consignment Shop will be closing 
after their last season of sales, the shop will 
open beginning Wednesday, Aug. 18, and 
will be open every Wednesday between 10 
a.m. to 5 p.m. For this season there will be 
an ongoing 50% off and everything must go 
sale, people are encouraged to stop into the 
shop every Wednesday to shop sustainably. 
The shop has a unique inventory of clothes, 
shoes, accessories, jewelry, books, games, 
toys, home goods, and more. 

Although the shop is open this season, 
they will only be selling clothes and they 
will not be accepting new consignment ac- 
tivity or accept any donated items. Those 
working in the shop encourage people to 
visit the shop for the start of school, people 
can visit the shop to get new backpacks or 
items for a college dorm rooms. There will 
also be a sale for Halloween costumes and 
fall home decor. 

Shop member Diane Heer said the shop 
has always been run by volunteer church 
members, but it’s been more difficult to 
find people who are available in recent 
years as they need people with the time 


and physical ability to continue the shop. 

The consignment shop opened some- 
time in the 1960's, starting as a church 
fundraiser. Another fundraiser being put 
on in place of the shop is the annual Jingle 
Valley Fair. 

It will be held on Saturday, Nov. 20, this 
year and is typically the churches largest 
fundraiser. The consignment shop is a part 
of the church that brings in some money to 
help provide in other areas of the building. 

“Through the years, we have purchased 
furnishings and other items for various 
meeting rooms,’ said Heer. “A new indus- 
trial refrigerator for our kitchen, provided 
camperships for church youth, new trees 
and other landscaping needs. Donations to 
our annual Christmas fair and always gave 
an annual offering pledge to the church” 

Heer said that after the church pays the 
consignment customers for their share 
of any sales and covered any expenses for 
the church, all other earnings are used to 
help fund special projects or general oper- 
ating needs of the church; which includes 
an annual offering pledge. The consign- 
ment shop will be open each Wednesday 
Starting Aug. 18 and members encourage 
Agawam residents and visitors from other 
towns to stop in and see what they can find.

Bitzas also noted there is a cost to the 
town for the mail-in ballots that would 
greatly increase the cost of the election to 
the town.

I understand why it came into place,’ 
said Rossi. “It’s been done successfully and 
has been successful in other states. I’m not 
in favor of throwing extra logs in the road

to make it impossible for some people to 
vote.” 

Councilor Gerry Smith agreed with Ros- 
si, and said he would not favor the resolu- 
tion. 

“T think the fairest election is the one 
where the most people are able to vote,’ 
said Smith. “Whether it’s mail-in, or absen- 
tee, or going to polls. I want to see as many 
people vote as possible?’ 

Council President Christopher Johnson 
noted following Smith’s comment that the 
Agawam turnout in the 2020 Presidential 
election last year was less than the 2016. 

He also shared information given to him 
by Town Clerk Vincent Gioscia, who told 
him mail-in voting was a “logistical night- 
mare.’ 

The measure would be favored by Bitzas, 
Mercadante, Johnson, Calabrese, Anthony 
Suffriti and Mario Tedeschi. Rossi, Smith, 
Rosemary Sandlin, and Paul Cavallo all op- 
posed the resolution.

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Renovation work continues at schools as summer nears end

AGAWAM - The renovations at the Aga- 
wam Public Library have been ongoing since 
the spring, but there are more projects being 
done throughout town. 

The Library renovation project will begin 
phase two in August. This phase includes a 
complete removal of the existing building 
sheathing for the structures on the roof. 

The sheathing will be upgraded to create 
a watertight exterior as the original materi- 
als have reached the end of their life. Phase 
two will be followed by the replacement of 
the rubber membrane roofing system by site 
work, drainage, and landscaping upgrades. 
Aside from this project many school build- 
ings have projects before the begging of the 
next school year. 

At Agawam Junior High School, 22 exist- 


ing rooftop exhaust units are being replaced 
with new and more energy efficient units. 
New exhaust fans will help upgrade the build- 
ings indoor air quality as well as achieving 
energy conservation measures. 

Agawam High School will have two Spe- 
cial Education rooms upgraded to help im- 
prove student needs, as well as electrical up- 
grades to the STEM room accommodating 
for new machinery. 

Building Maintenance Director Brian Pa- 
gella said all the projects are being funded 
through town and school budgets as well as 
CARES Act and ESSER funds, additionally 
these projects are a mix of emergency, pre- 
ventative maintenance, and indoor air qual- 
ity projects. 

The middle and elementary school build- 
ings are also receiving updates. Robinson 
Park School and Phelps Elementary School 
are having new building automation systems 


installed. These systems will be replacing 
outdated and no longer upgradeable systems 
that have reached their end-of-life. 

“New systems will control HVAC equip- 
ment, the goal of this project is to provided 
additional visibility and control of the air 
quality in each building” Pagella said. “The 
control system includes intelligent schedul- 
ing features that help the building operators 
prioritize between occupant comfort versus 
mitigation and building efficiency: 

These upgrades will bring both Phelps 
and Robinson in line with the Junior High 
School, Doering School, Clark School, and 
Granger School; as they all have newly up- 
graded building automation systems. This 
project is one that was able to be funded by 
through the Green Communities grant and 
the CARES Act. 

James Clark School is having one ofits roof- 
top heating and cooling units replaced, this 


will offer better classroom comfort as well as 
achieving energy conservation measures. 

Other projects include exterior masonry 
upgrades to help maintain appearance and 
functions at Doering, Clark, and Granger 
schools. Doering School is having the guid- 
ance office upgraded, along with floor tile 
projects which will also happen in Granger 
and the high school. 

Additionally, all elementary schools are 
having new security camera systems in- 
stalled, all of these projects will be completed 
by building maintenance department trades- 
men and outside contractors as needed. By 
the beginning of the school year students will 
battening upgraded schools, 

Pagella said the completion date for al 
projects is supposed to be before the schools 
fall session starts, though it has not been easy 
meeting the goal with the availability of ma- 
terials being so scarce.
